What Sunflowers Axe Good For. 

Somebody who claims to speak from 
practical knowledge has made, out the 
following'list of valuable products that 
can he extracted from the sunflower;

Its Hiibitnnl Use Destroys All the Or¬ 
gans; Necessary to I4fe. 

At the meeting of the*Paris Hospital 
Medical society M. Legendre, alarmed 
by the ever increasing amount of drunk- 
, enness, asked if it would not be possi- 
A j 1)1.6 to withstand this by means of meet-* 
j ings, insistence of the dangers of alco¬ 
hol and by what he considered an 
even better method, that of getting up 
; for the instruction of patients lantern 
shows with exhibitions of anatomic 
preparations to show the dangers of al¬ 
cohol. M. Legendre has had printed for 
the use of all his patients alittle leaflet, 
the text of which rnns as follows 
‘'Most of. the diseases treated in the 
hospitals arise from alcoholic drinks— 
that is to say, they are either caused or 
aggravated by the abuse of alcohol. All 
alcoholic drinks are dangerous, and the 
most harmful: are those which contain 
aromatics in addition to alcohol—as 
for instance, absinth and the so called 
aperients, called ainers. 

Alcoholic drinks are more danger¬ 
ous when taken on an empty stomach 
or between meals. A man necessarily 
becomes an alcoholic—i. e„ slowly poi¬ 
soned by alcohol—even if he never gets 
drunk, when every day he drinks alco¬ 
hol in the form of liquor or too much 
wine, more than one liter per diem. 

“Alcohol is a poison, the habitual use 
of which destroys more or less quickly, 
but nonetheless certainly, all the or¬ 
gans most necessary to life—the stom¬ 
ach, the liver, the kidneys, the blood 
vessels,^ the heart and the brain. Alco¬ 
hol excites man, but does not strength 
en him. It is no. substitute for food, 
but takes away the taste for it. Those 
who often drink alcohol: or too much 
wine (more than one liter a day) are 
much more liable to illness, and when 
ill are, much; worse, for the disease is 
often complicated with fatal delirium. 

“Alcohol is a frequent cause of con¬ 
sumption By its power of weakening 
tbe lungs. Every year we see patients 
who attend the hospitals for alcoholism 
come back some months later suffering 
from consumption. Fathers and moth¬ 
ers who drink often have children who 
are deformed or idiots or who die from 
fits.”—London Lancet. 


Success ot the Movement Inaugurat¬ 
ed by -Wbeclmen — Farmers Now 
Recognise the Value of Improved 
Highways. 

t 

Wheelmen' must be credited with the 
first organized movement for the im¬ 
provement of our rural highways. It 
must be admitted that they wanted bet¬ 
ter roads that their cycling trips might 
be rendered more pleasurable, but it 
must also be acknowledged that in 
qualifying their arguments for their 
purposes they have found one of the 
basic rules of domestic economy. 

They started with the idea in view 
of having our country highways im¬ 
proved so that a trip awheel would not 
entail a scramble through ruts, mud, 
rocks, uneven and. poorly drained sur¬ 
faces and generally unridablethorough¬ 
fares. They will end by proving to the 
satisfaction of farmers that first class 
highways mean vastly increased loads, 
hauling at all seasons of the year, sav¬ 
ing of time and all at a positive saving 
of cash outlay. 

In these states the most hitter and the 
most bigoted opposition to highway im¬ 
provement was encountered. This op¬ 
position at first was so obstinate and so 
well organized as to seem invulnerable, 
but tbe wheelmen, with characteristic 
energy, continued their unceasing agi¬ 
tation, until the defense began to 
weaken. Later some of their strongest 
opponents became convinced that the 
bicycle riders were right in their claim 
that first class highways are a public 
necessity, not to say blessing. Once 
convinced, they came over to the side 
of the wheelmen, and now the bicycle 
riders and farmers are working in the 
most absolute harmony. 

The wheelmen are convincing the 
farmers that, thongh bicycle riders are 
benefited by better roads, the farmers 
are also sharers in the profit and that 
all classes are interested in ridable 
highways. 

This has been accomplished by dem¬ 
onstrating to the farmers that paved 
highways are economical in actual an¬ 
nual cash outlays for road building. 
Heretofore it has been the general cus¬ 
tom for counties and townships to ap¬ 
propriate a certain amount each year 
for road building, which was worse 
than a farce. The money so appropri¬ 
ated was nsed principally in paying 
salaries of overseers, who directed the 
dumping, here and there of a load of 
dirt into a hole. The next rain washed 
this out and left the road in its previous 
condition. When the money was ex¬ 
pended for the building of a new road, 
it was spent in cutting a ditch on either 
side of the proposed road, heaping the 
earth so secured upon the center and 
turning teams loose on it, the road be¬ 
ing called completed. 

In either case of building or repairs 
the money was absolutely lost, for it 
all had to he done over again upon tho 
coming of thekiext year. It is this sys¬ 
tem of waste that the wheelmen have 
sought and are now seeking, with the aid 
of the farmers’ association, to change. 
That it can be done they are prepared 
to demonstrate. They refer particularly 
to the work accomplished in New Jer¬ 
sey. Massachusetts. Pennsylvania and 
Connecticut, where the farmers who 
have had their highways improved 
would not return to their previous con¬ 
dition for double the outlay. 

The dirt roads, as ordinarily built, 
are almost impassable fully half the 
year. In winter and spring they are hub 
deep in mnd, and riding or driving over 
them is next to an impossibility. In 
summer they are nothing but dust sev¬ 
eral inches deep, and almost as bad for 
u'sa as in the raining months. Every one 
using a country dirt road knows this, 
and no one any better than the farmers. 

To haul agricultural products over 
such roads is what farmers in nearly 
every state in the union are compelled 
to do, and each time they do it they 
are being taught a lesson, which has 
but recently been heeded. This lesson is 
one of finances. It shows that every 
time a farmer hauls anything over such 
a road he has to reduce his load from 
one-fifth to one-half his wagon carrying 
capacity. It shows him that he is losing 
from one-half to four-fifths of his time, 
and his breakdowns and repairs teach 
him that a dirt road is expensive al¬ 
most to the point of luxury every time 
he uses it. 

To overcome this unnecessary outlay 
and make the use of onr highways more 
comfortable it is proposed that they he 
built ^ systematically upon scientific 
principles. To this end students of the 
subject have devised what is known as 
“State Aid to Highway Improvement,” 
a system by which nearly all tho burden 
of building is taken from the shoulders 
of the property owners as individuals. 

Under this system, as outlined in a 
law passed by the last legislature of the 
state of New York, the state pays 50 
per cent of the total cost, the county 35 
per cent and the property owners on 


FACTS ABOUT LIQUOR, 


Mo- 


Great Qnantltle.s of Grain and 
lasses Used In Distilleries; 

The largest: number of grain and mo¬ 
lasses distilleries in operation in the 
United States at any one time during 
the last fiscal year was 676 (April, 
1898), with a total spirit producing 
capacity of 378,698 gallons per day. 
During the year these distilleries used 
in the production of distilled spirits 
1,941,579 bushels of malt, 14,461 bush¬ 
els: of wheat;*4,212 bushels of barley, 
2,712,290 bushels'of rye, 12.563,442 
bushels of corn, 12,954 bushels of oats, 
1,655 bushels of mill feed, 9,763 bushels 
of other materials, a total of 17,260,246 
bushels, and 4,363,495 gallons of mo¬ 
lasses. It will be noted that more than 
two-thirds of the dry material need for 
the purpose consisted of corn. The 
4,303,495 gallons of molasses were nsed 
in the ten distilleries constructed for 
that particular process. The product 
from the grain was 77,443,199 gallons 
of spirits; from molasses, 1,978,468 
gallons of spirits, and 1,340,546 gallons 
Of rnm. 

Eight different kinds of fruit brandy 
| were proiriced in this country last year 
—apple, peach, grape, pear, apricot, 
berry and prune. California led, with, 
over 2,000,000 gallons of grape brandy 
alone. Neiy Jersey had difficulty in 
keeping near the leaders in the list of 
sta tes in the production of apple brandy. 
It is credited, with paying taxes on 42,- 
000 gallons Of the liquid lightning. 
Virginia led, with over 100,000 gallons; 
Tennessee had 62,000 gallons, and Ken¬ 
tucky followed with 41,000 gallons. 
New York produced 19,000 gallons of 
apple brandy and 15,825 gallons of 
grape brandy. 

More than 3,370,000 gallons of dis¬ 
tilled spirits were withdrawn from 
bonded warehouses for export during 
! the last fiscal year, an increase over the 
previous year of 1,328,538 gallons. The 
largest item in the list of exported 
spirits was alcohol, of which 2,293,090 
gallons were sent abroad. Rnm was 
second,on tbe list, with 619,749 gal¬ 
lons; cologne spirits third, with 196,- 
462 gallons, and bourbon whisky fourth, 
with 187,050 gallons. Only 19, 408 gal¬ 
lons of rye whisky were exported, and 
most of that went to England tosnppjy 
the American demand there.—New 
York Press.

Poor. 

There is no denying what has ever ] 
been before our eyes, that the saloon is 
to the poor tbe stepping stone to what 
is farther down—crime. And of this | 
the New York Sun, recently speaking of 
its evil influence, says: 

The drinking habit and its gratifica¬ 
tion may he discussed philosophically, 
and particular legal measures or any 
legal-measures for preventing or lessen¬ 
ing its evils may be advocated or op¬ 
posed, but that it is the cause of much, 
if not most, of tsjte misery discoverable 
among the poor is too obvious to be j 
questioned. 

That it is generally without any sort 
of excuse of necessity even those ad- | 
dieted to it acknowledge.

They take 
it because they like its effects or have 
acquired for it a taste or a craving, 
which they cannot resist, and they can 
have little respect for the knowledge or 
discernment of any religions teacher 
who excuses them for indulging it he-1 
cause, for instance, they are poor and 
have “peevish and sqnalling wives and 
children at home.” They know well 
enough, none so well as they, that the 
great and just cause of the peevishness 
and the sqnalling is that money which 
ought to be spent for the comfort of the 
family is squandered in the saloon.

Floors and Gutters Suitable For tlie. 
-Comfort of Cows. 

There is no need of employing an ex 
| pert to put down cement floors or 
straight walks, says Waldo- F. Brown, 
for if the directions here given are fol 
lowed the farmer can make as good a 
floor as to ; pay a man $3 - a day, which 
is what is charged. I laid all of my 
floors and straight walks, but was 
obliged to hire an expert to make a cir¬ 
cular walk and a porch floor, on which 
we made a projection. There are a few 
points which must be observed to make 
good work, and these are, first, to start 
with a good foundation, and this means 
1 that an excavation be made tobardpan 
and filled with either small stone or 
gravel to where the concrete is to be 
! put on. 

For outdooi work we nsnally dig 
about a foot, but this depends on the 
nature of tlie soil, as all that is neces¬ 
sary is to dig to where it is solid. If 
this is filled with stone, it should be 
pounded down so as to level'and settle 
it and then covered with gravel,' and a 
level should be used and the grade es¬ 
tablished before the eoncreteis applied. 

‘What do yon mean by concrete?” 
Concrete is made of finely broken stone, 
j sand, gravel and cement and is put in 
for a foundation to put tbe liquid stone 
on, for cement (Portland) makes stone 
of the hardest and best quality. “How 
do you mix the concrete?” If gravel is 
used, we take eighlj parts of it; to one of 
cement, measuring it in a basket; build 
it up in a conical heap till you have 
several barrels and then shovel it over

, Keep a Record. . 

A New York farmer who has kept a 
record of the product of his dairy for 
three years past, weighing each day's 
milk and testing it twice a month or 
oftener, says a writer in Hoard’s Dairy¬ 
man, reports that last year the product 
of 13 grade- Jersey cows was 4,567 
pounds of butter, which, at 20 cents a 
pound, gave an income of $911.40,-or 
a fraction over $70 per cow. The best 
cow, 8 years old, produced 474 pounds 
of butter, worth $94.80. Three others 
produced over 400 pounds ekeh, three

stone can he had, you may use six 
barrels of it. two of coarse sand and 
four of gravel to one of cement. 

‘How deep should the concrete be 
put in ?- That depends on what the 
floor ia to be used for. In the horse sta¬ 
ble we put in five inches of it after it 
is tamped solid, for outside walks four 
inches, and for a hoghonse, poultry 
house, cow stable or cellar three inches. 
We put this in about two inches at a 
time and pound it down solid and then 
put on the liquid stone. This is mixed 
two parts of sharp, coarse sand to one 
of cement and spread on the concrete. 

We lay it in sections of three or four 
feet wide, putting up a two inch joist 
for the edge and staking it firmly in 
place, and take up the stake carefully 
and move the edge piece to another sec¬ 
tion as soon as one is finished. This 
topping of the liquid stone is put on an 
inch thick for a horse stable and a half 
inch for other floors. 

Make all the floors level both ways 
except the cow stable, wbicb should 
slope one inch to the five feet from the 
manger to the manure ditch. 

In the horse stable yon should always 
use enough bedding to take up all of 
the liquid, bnt the cow stable should be 
so arranged that the urine will fall in 
the ditch, and if a cow should, as is 
sometimes the case, urinate on the floor 
we want enough slope to cause it to run 
into the ditch. 

After the floor is laid protect it from 
dogs, chickens or any other animals till 
it hardens, and if the weather is dry 
and hot do not allow the sun to shine 
on it for a day or two, and water it 
twice a day for a week, as it will hard¬ 
en better when kept wet.

What Is Cow Manure Worth? 

If all the liquid and solid excrement 
of cows is saved, it will make with 
enough strawjo absorb it about a two 
horse load per month, such as farmers 
nsnally draw from stables and barn¬ 
yards to tbe fields. This manure is al¬ 
ready on the farm, and jt ought there¬ 
fore to be worth more than in a city or 
village stable, where it has to be drawn 
several miles before it can be applied 
to tbe land. On tbe other band, the 
farmer who draws manure from a city 
fixes up a wagon box that will hold 
fully twice as much as any load of 
produce that be takes from, the farm to 
market. A dollar a load is the usual 
price for these large loads when con¬ 
tracted for by the year. In the sum¬ 
mer, when manure piles in cities are a 
nuisance, manure from cow stables 
will be sold much less than this. We 
have ,known it offered at 50 cents „ 
-load, and in extreme cases have seen it 
given free of cost to whoever will take 
it away.—Boston Cultivator.
